He defeats scandal-plagued opponent Moore

MONTGOMERY, Ala. — In a 
stunning victory aided by scan- 
dal, Democrat Doug Jones won 
Alabama’s special Senate elec- 
tion Tuesday, beating back his- 
tory, an embattled Republican 
opponent and President Donald 
Trump, who urgently endorsed 
GOP rebel Roy Moore despite a 


litany of sexual misconduct alle- 
gations. 

It was the first Democratic 
Senate victory in a quarter-cen- 
tury in Alabama, one of the red- 
dest of red states, and proved 
anew that party loyalty is any- 
thing but sure in the age of 
Trump. It was a major embar- 
rassment for the president and a 
fresh wound for the nation’s al-

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Seminole tax 
collector’s 
realty plan 
challenged 


Greenberg wants to sell 
4 offices, rent branches

Seminole County commission- 
ers on Tuesday grilled Tax Col- 
lector Joel Greenberg about an 
unusual real-estate transaction 
that calls for selling off four 
branch offices for $13.2 million 
and using the cash to buy small 
commercial properties along the 
Orange County border. 

His plan is to open four or five 
regional drivers-license offices in 
those shopping centers to serve 
the areas growing population 
and an influx of Puerto Ricans 
relocating to Central Florida 
from the hurricane-ravaged is- 
land. 

As part of the transaction, the 
tax collector’s office would pay 
rent over the next 13 years on 
branches in Casselberry, Winter 
Springs and two in Lake Mary 
after selling them to Boyd State 
Winter Springs LLC, a subsidiary 
of a Chicago real-estate invest- 
ment firm. The sale is scheduled 
to close on Jan. 18, according to an 
agreement Greenberg’s office 
signed with the buyer on Dec. 4. 

Commissioners were skeptical 
of the deal, which calls for the tax 
collector to go from owning its 
properties to renting — calling it 
“unchartered waters” — and 
were irritated Greenberg didn’t 
loop them in before signing off on 
the agreement.

Panel to seek death for man accused of killing nanny

Orange-Osceola State Attorney 
Aramis Ayala’s death-penalty re- 
view panel is recommending seek- 
ing the harshest sentence for a 
man accused of kidnapping and 
killing a Winter Park nanny, who 
was stabbed and suffocated before 
being dumped in the woods. 

Ayala’s spokeswoman an- 
nounced the panel’s decision 
Tuesday, the same day an Orange 


County grand jury indicted Scott 
Edward Nelson on a first-degree 
murder charge. 

Nelson is accused of killing Jen- 
nifer Fulford, 56, who went miss- 
ing Sept. 27 in Winter Park. Her 
body was found in a wooded area 
in southwest Orange County. Her 
wrists and ankles were bound, 
court records show, and her face 
was wrapped in duct tape. 

Fulford worked as a personal 
assistant for Reid Berman and a 
caretaker for his children. The 


Berman family could not be reac- 
hed for comment Tuesday but is- 
sued a statement after Nelson was 
charged last week. 

“We continue to mourn the loss 
of Jen and find no comfort in 
learning the details of her final 
moments,” the family said in a 
statement. “But we are profoundly 
grateful for the unwavering com- 
mitment and hard work of the 
Winter Park Police and Orange 
County Sheriff’s departments and 
for bringing this man to justice. 


‘Jennifer Ful- 
ford was belov- 
ed by many, and 
she is missed ev- 
ery day.” 

This marks 
the third case in 
which Ayala’s 
panel will seek 
the death penal- 
ty since the 
Florida Supreme Court ruled her
